Alive and 
well 

in Montréal

The independent film industry 
docs not share the popularity en- 
joyed by the independent music in- 
dustry, nor is it as lucrative or well- 
defined as mainstream cinema. It 
doesn't cater to the entertainment 
needs of a fashion-conscious pub- 
lic, and it is never concerned with 
box-office profits or Hollywood- 
style trendiness. 

It is a vital, energetic and artistic 
genre exploring the creative possi- 
bilities of a medium only too jaded 
by the presence of Rambos, com- 
mandos, and robocops, (not to 
mention brat packs, Friday the thir- 
teenths, and Michael J. Foxes). 



Independent film-making is 
alive and well and living in 
Montreal as the Main Film co- 
operative, a non-profit organiza- 
tion, enters its fifth year of 
operation. Main Film iscurrently in 
the process of promoting their first 
catalogue of films by independent 
producers and directors. A selec- 
tion of films from the catalogue will 
receive public screening Thursday, 
November 6th and Friday, Novcm- 
ber7th, at Cinéma Parallèle, 3682St. 
Laurent. 

The nine films being screened 
were produced between 1985 and 
1987 by local film-makers, all of 
whom are in the forefront of the 
Montréal independent film move- 




ment. The first program, beginning 
at 19h30 on both screening dates, 
features five French films by direc- 
tors Claude Demers, Victor Re- 
galado and Marie Potvin, whose 
"Du Pain et des Yeux" deals whim- 
sically with the perverse influence 
of theclcctronic media on everyday 
life. 

The second program consists of 
four English films, including the 
premierofPeterSand mark's "Brain

Finally, the writing just isn't very 
good. Many poems stand on the 
edge of insight but the talents of the 
writers arc simply not great enough 
to make the next step. Most give 
you the feeling that they are not 
quite committed enough to the 
derivative style. Others arc so lost 
in it that their creativity isoccludcd. 

The only completely successful 
poem in this first issue is Tuli 
Kupferbcrfg's "How Is The Em- 
pire?" — a burlesque on the re- 
ported last words of George V. The 
poem is introduced by a New York 
Times account claiming that the 
monarch's death was preceded not 
only by the question repeated in the 
title, but by a "God damn you" 
mumbled as morphine numbed his 
pain. Kupfcrbcrg takesoff from this 
in Empire-scanning stanzas like 

And how holds The City 
The Debentures too? 

Québécois & Golliwogs 
And Palestine Jew?... 

I low Gurk' my tiny slasliers 
In ethereal Katmandu 
I low is the Empire? 

And God damn you! 

The difference between this poem 
and the rest of the collection is its 
authenticity. Kupfcrbcrg, one of 
the leaders of legendary "Yippic" 
musicicans Tine Fugs, was a part of 
the mind-set that the other writers 
seektoemulatc.Hisconfidencoand 
concentration are accordingly 
higher (although John Clcllon 
Holmes, with even better Beat cre- 
dentials, makes a disappointing 
contribution). The words we are 
seeking today are not to be found by 
timorous voices. 



for the Vampyr", a talc about a 
dejected vampire's search for mor- 
tality in a grainy, black-and-white 
modern nightmare. 

Each of these films marks the 
culmination of a tremendous effort 
by Main Film's members. Said 
Richard Raxlen, director of "Auto- 
biographical Juvenilia", "trying to 
produce an independent film is 
often like trying to lift weights lis- 
tening to Leonard Cohen's music — 
there is little inspiration, and that 
weight is sometimes hard to lift." 

Main Film has been able to lift 
quite a heavy load, and has man- 
aged to produce an imprcssivocata- 
logue of over 60 films. Over the 
course of its five year struggle to 
provide independent film-makers 
with what Raxlen calls "shelter 
from the storm that seems to brew 
over the major film industry." Main 
Film has kept alive the energetic 
avant-garde spirit critical to the 
development of independent cin- 
ema. 



Of goldmines and 
pretty, brainless pictures

Throughout this week, Cinema V 
is showing the cream of a new 
filmmaking phenomenon. Rich in 
colour and detail and far surpass- 
ing anything accomplished in stan- 
dard line-drawing animation — 
Disney, Ralph Bakshi and the like — 
computer generated animation is 
already threatening to dominate 
much of our television time. Seeing 
these graphics, one recalls some of 
the more breathtaking images seen 
on conventional TV in the past 
couple of years. 

Over the (roughly) hour and a half 
presentation, standards vary 
widely, as does creative innovation 
(or lack thereof). We sec everything 
from commercials (like last year's 
Kodakad), to rock videos (like Mick 
Jaggcr's Hard Woman), to film vi- 
gnettes designed to show off the 
new technology. Of these, the TV 
commercials are, from a technical 
standpoint, the highest quality 
product (but this is no surprise 
considering it can cost millions to 
make one of these), they are also the 
coldest and most distant, often 
specking merely to awe the viewer 
with a spectacular visual picture, 
utterly devoid of meaning. But this 
is one of the limitations of the 30 
second time frame. But, hey, I'd 
rather feel like a bird whizzing 
through thcGrand Canyon then lis- 
ten to Michael J. Fox again. 

Certainly, the most compelling of 
the animation pieces were the vi- 
gnettes. Three particular organiza- 
tions stood out. Pixar, a California 
computer firm, created two short 
films as promotional tools — one re- 
lays the emotionally involving talc 
of a unicycle imagining a triumph 
at thccircus, while thcother follows 
a really cute game of catch between 
a baby lamp and its parent. These 
two endearing and memorable 
films alone make the trip worth- 



while. 

Also of note was Pacific Data 
Systems, who managed, much like 
Pixar, to combine the new technol- 
ogy with creative insight and a 
sense of humour. Their standout 
was a make-believe ad for a 21st 
century fuel* products company. 

One of the more creative en- 
deavours in the whole show comes 
from a cooperative effort between 
the UdcM and the National Film 
Board. In it, we meet Pierre, a 
washed-up entertainer — we go in- 
side Pierre's mind to relive the good 
old days when he was successful. It is 
both moving and amusing, leaving 
the viewer disturbed but oddly sat- 
isfied. 

There arc other highlights, but, in 
general, the retrospective requires à 
lot of patience. There is very little 
that is exceedingly bad here. Tech- 
nical values in the field are too 
strong for that, but there is a whole 
lot that is regret tably mediocre a nd, 
in the end, quite dull. So if you're 
patient and are willing to wade 
through some quagmires of pretty 
pictures with no brains, there are 
few goldmines which will capture 
your imagination and convert you 
to the new cult of computer anima- 
tion junkies. Of course, there's al- 
ways drugs...

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Great monuments to consumerism

The muzak inside is drowning. 
The caged lion is drugged and 
moves wearily. The air is scentless. 
Everything is indoor and somehow 
artificial. There is an artificial lake 
with five foot waves, a skating rink 
and an amusement park complete 
with roller coaster. All the street 
people — buskers, vagrants, and 
prostitutes — arc artificial plastic 
figures. Any life outside the pole of 
middle class respectability is care- 
fully edited. 

West Edmonton Mall is the largest 
mall in North America, and the 
perfect example of the 'state of the 
art' mall. A vast shopping and en- 
tertainment complex with 800 
stores, it is the pride of many Ed- 
monton city officials, and is being 
touted as one of the great wonders 
of the world by promoters. It is one 
of the great monuments to consum- 
erism. 

Over the past twenty years a new 
social focus has developed in Can- 
ada — the shopping centre. 
Whether people like them or not, 
they arc a cultural phenomenon 
that reflects our nation's character. 

There is plenty to do in West 
Edmonton mall and it has all been 
designed by marketing analysts to 
make people spend as much money 
as possible. It is not an environment 
that stimulates thought. Areas 
which would encourage people to 
linger and chat have been omitted 
by the mail's private owners. But 
private ownership docs not mean 
that public money is safe. 

Two weeks ago the Federal gov- 
ernment gave a five million dollar 
grant to theownersof West Edmon- 
ton Mall, the Chcrmozion brothers. 
This money will be used to expand 



its amusement park. And, although 
the federal government refused the 
Chermezion brothers' other fund- 
ing request last year — hundreds of 
millions to build a similar complex 
inToronto — taxpayers' money isat 
stake. 

Over the past twenty years, public 
space in Canada has come increas- 
ingly under the control of private 
developers. According to Director 
of Urban Planning at McGill, David 
Farley, if the West Edmonton proto- 
type proves successful, such giant 
complexes will become the wave of 
the future. The inner cores of cities 
— green spaces and diverse serv- 
ices — will be replaced more and 
more by shopping centres. 

In recent years many people have 
come to re-evaluate the role played 
by these complexes. As they be- 
come the social focus of communi- 
ties, many are hoping they will 
come to play a more responsible 
role. Historically, developers have 
built shopping centres that sought 
only to maximize sales per square 
foot. They were convenient, cli- 
mate-controlled environments, but 
critics argue that they should be 
more. 

According to Farley, developers 
operate within a tight profitability 
margin and are generally conserva- 
tive. Marketing analysts arc care- 
fully consulted by developers, and 
their primary goal is to determine 
what will increase sales. 

Downtown, shopping mall com- 
plexes have grown at a tremendous 
rate. Take for instance Les Terraces 
which is regarded as one of the 
poorest examples of shopping mall 
architecture around. It is a confus- 
ing hodge-podgeof stores with low 
ceilings that crcatea claustrophobic 
atmosphere. There jrc very few 
people smiling in the complex. 



To the mountains

Watch out McGill! RudeGuruarc 
planning to conquer the world and 
they're starting this Friday. 

Rude Guru are a local band who 
combine tight arrangements and 
outlandish wit to provide enter- 
taining, yet unpretentious, music. 
Their songs deal with timely issues, 
such as transexualism, mass trans- 
portation and breakfast table hallu- 
cinations. 

The band's musical versatility 
ranges from sixties-stylcd pop to 
upbeat reggae, with a Johnny Cash 
hommage thrown in for good 
measure. Comparisons are diffi- 
cult. "We'reevery band you've ever 
seen, every song you've ever 
hearej," said guitarist GrcgTorchia. 
As for their history, "the band has 




been together since the Mesozoic 
age... We've been together for a 
while but it's been a separate kind 
of togetherness," said drummer 
Dave Lovett. 

The band's philosophy stems 
from their intensive spiritual train- 
ing with their namesake, the Rude 
Guru. "He (the Rude Guru) took us 
into the mountains fora six month 
training period," says singer 
Engelbert Garfunkel. As for taking 
over the world, Rude Guru's theory 
is expressed in a soon-to-be-re- 
leased /exorcised video. An audio 
tape is also in the works. 

So don't be caught without your 
mantra this Friday when Rude 
Guru conduct their musical medi- 
tation session. 

Rude Guru play a benefit concert 
Friday night with Weather Permit- 
ting, 20h, in the Union Ballroom. 



One man interviewed said, "I 
have been waiting for a long time to 
tell someone how much I hated the 
place."

The majority of shoppers 
were going quickly about their 
business, eager to get out. 

Several people at Place des Jar- 
dins and Les Terraces expressed 
dissatisfaction. They wanted some- 
thing more than convenience. 
When asked, "Have you ever taken 
a stroll for pleasure in a large shop- 
ping centre?", their overwhelming 
response was "no". Is this, then, 
what people want? 

According to Farley, 'The contro- 
versy is not whether people like 
shopping centres or not. They do, 
mostly for their convenience. But

West Edmonton Mall is essen- 
tially a variation on thesame theme. 
From the outside, the traditional 
mall facade is virtually unchanged. 
It looks like a giant warehouse, 
surrounded by an immense black 
parking lot. Yet West Edmonton 
has been applauded by some urban 
planners for its recreational value. 
It is more socially oriented than the 
older malls, but the entertainment 
is costly. 

In this complex, as in others, there 
is a conspicuous absence of street 
musicians. Marketing analysts do 
not believe they increase sales, con- 
sequently, they are not allowed in 
shopping malls. Marketing ana- 
lysts rely instead upon certain tools 



of marketability. Muzac is one of 
these. It is not there to please. It is 
there to encourage buying, sublimi- 
nally playing upon people's desire 
to consume. 

In recent years shopping mall 
developers have been forced to 
become a little more responsive to 
esthetic and social needs. The re- 
cently renovated Fairview Mall on 
the West Island is a good examplcof 
this new awareness. There is more 
natural light inside, there is more 
greenery and the exterior walls 
have been articulated to avoid a flat, 
characterless look. Still, it is has a 
basically warehouse-like appear- 
ance and the parking lot, like thou- 
sands of others, is overwhelming. 

Les Cours de Montreal, a shop- 
ping centre which will soon be 
opening downtown, has been de- 
signed to balance convenience with 
esthetic and social priorities. The 
architectural firm undertaking this 
development is Arco. According to 
Arco architect Bruce Allen this 
complex is thcexception to the rule. 
He hopes that it will "survive on its 
individuality." 

Les Cours is not a typical project 
because it has created retail and 
office space in what was formerly a 
hotel. The traditional ambiance of 
the building has been carefully 
maintained. Large windows (for 
natural lighting) and high colourful 
ceilings make for a more comfort- 
able environment, while the floor 
design allows for easy visibility of 
and accessibility to the shops. Allen 
commented, " It was one of those 



marvellous dream situations." The 
developers were willing to listen to 
input from sources other than mar- 
keting analysts. Whether or not it 
will be replicated elsewhere is diffi- 
cult to say. In the suburbs, as there 
are few old buildings to restore, the 
future for shopping centre develop- 
ment doesn't seem promising. 

Solutions, in a market — oriented 
competitive economy, arc not easy 
to implement. According to Farley, 
"It's a battle between shops and 
ironically considered in the public 
interest, so if you try to intervene 
you have to have excellent data 
about what the overall demands 



Architects and urban planners 
have input into the design of those 
places, but the suggestions of the 
marketing analysts usually carry 
the most weight . There are very few 
dream situations, and there is a 
considerable amount of compro- 
mising to developers' demands. 

One solution would be for the 
public to persuade governments to 
pass zoning laws that force devel- 
opers to build projects based lesson 
marketing analysts' 'empirical' so- 
lutions. 

In modern architecture the phi- 
losophy has been that form should 
follow function. Allen believes this 
philosophy should be taken a step 
further. He claims "the function 
should also be to delight and en- 
thuse." 

Said Allen, "I hope that places like 
the West Edmonton mall don't fly. 
I'm an optimist."

Surveillance and punishment

'Panopticism' is Montreal artist, Denis 
Farley's multimedia exhibition at Galerie 
Oboro on the theme of video surveil- 
lance. 

According to Farley, the concept of pan- 
opticism is derived from the nature of 
17th century prison architecture which 



said Farley. 

The assemblage of images and objects 
in the exhibit calls into question the his- 
torical circumstances that contributed to 
the development, and contemporary 
state of surveillance phenomena. Farley 
describes his work as the "ultimate act of 
voyeurism." 

The exhibit has three main sections. The 



first is an inscription of a quote from 
Michel Foucault's Surveiller el Punit, and 
another from Jean Jacques Rousseau's Le 
Contrat Social. 

Although the entire exhibit is a repre- 
sentation of Foucault's quote, the inscrip- 
tion becomes less prominent due to the 
overwhelming nature of the following 
section of the exhibit.
